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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claimed 
invention of blind signal separation, as claimed by Applicant. Specifically, independent 
claims 1,18, and 22 disclose using genetic fuzzy automata to detect individual signals 
within a signal that is a composition of mixed signals. 

The closest prior art of Hunter et al (U.S. Patent Number 5,606,690; dated 25 
February 1997; class 707; subclass 005) teaches non-literal textual search using fuzzy 
finite non-deterministic automata, but fails to teach or suggest using genetic fuzzy 
automata to detect individual signals within a signal that is a composition of mixed 
signals. To the extent that this feature is not found in the prior art cited by Examiner, the 
present case is held allowable over the art of record.
